To begin with it must be understood that eyes are 
essentially "daytime" instruments; that is they 
require adequate light to function properly. However, 
excessive light and excessive glare create discomfort. 
The result is lacrimation, squinting, excessive blinking . 
and reduced vision. • --. 

To be safe and effective, sunglasses must minimize 
-noLonly_the a mount of bright l ight ent ering theteyes 
but, also, they must screen out ultravioletrays. 

All sunglasses reduce the amount of light entering 
the eyes, but not all are able to reduce brightness to a 
comfortable~level,_nor do all sunglasses have the 
ability to screen out ultraviolet rays. To be acceptable 
the lenses must be able to filter at least 75 per cent of 
outdoor brightness. If they don't they are not optically 
valid. A rule of thumb in determining if the lenses are 
dark enough; if the eyes can be seen through the len- 
ses; they aren't dark enough. 

The best protective lenses are colored gray or green. 

Gray offers excellent eye protection and has the added . 
advantage of transmitting all colors of the spectrum in 
their true values. Green absorbs harsh light very well, 
but it doesn't transmit colors as evenly as do gray len- 
ses. However, since green is one of nature's most 
pleasing colors, e.g. parks and lawns, green lenses are 
usually more readily acceptable than gray lenses. 

Sunglasses with polarized lenses are fine for 
reducing excessive brightness and glare from horizon- 
tal sur faces, such as water or snow covered terrain, 
while those wilhlnirrorecl coatings reflect heat so they 
are the coolest to wear. •.'_/ 

Changeable lenses were developed in 1964 and first 
introduced- recently to consumers by Corning Glass 
Works. They darken in response to ultraviolet rays and 
clear when that source is removed. The process is able . 
to function without "fatigue" and therefore, is able to 
last the life of the lens. 

A word of caution about pastel fashion tints: pink, 
rose, orange, blue and purple lenses do not absorb 
enough ultraviolet light to protect the eyes against 
brightness and glare. This is especially true of blue tin- 
ts which not only provide little or no relief from glare 
but, even worse, are. potentially dangerous since they 
hamper the ability to distinguish traffic signals. 

Dark lenses should not be worn at night, particularly 
for night driving, because they reduce the amount of 
light entering the eye and interfere with its ability to 
function effectively in already reduced illumination; 
Similarly, dark lenses should never be worn indoors 
except under explicit professional advice since con- 
tinued or prolonged indoor wear impairs the eyes' 
natural ability to tolerate normal light.
